Mrs. Pollard wanted to know if the boating safety courses included an educatiaeal pie
on protecting the waters from pollution, other environmental issues, etc. Mr. Slestt st
that this information is required by the National Boating Education Standards and i
provided to students in all NASBLA approved courses.
